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BLAINE ON THE CURRENCY. 


An Able Speech by the Distinguished 
Senator in Burlington, Iowa, 


Bururmneton, Iowa, October 1.— 
One of the largest political gatherings 
ever held in this State assembled here 
to-day to hear a speech by Senator 
Blaine. He spoke for two hours, de- 
voting himself exclusively to the finan- 
cial issues of the day. Following is a 
synopsis of his speech: 

‘*We have,” said Mr. Blaine in con- 
clusion, ‘‘neariy $700,000,000 of paper 
money in circulation, and the entire 
volume has already reached a_practi- 
cal equality with coin—the difference 
being only the minor fraction ofa cent 
on the dollar. Noman in this vast 
audience—and there are many here 
who were the pioneers of your young 
State-—no man among you all ever 
saw paper money in Iowa, since it was 
first organized as a Territory, float as 
near to the standard of gold coin as 
this whole mass of $700,000,000 floats 
to-day, and if this is not enough to do 
the busiress of the country you have 
only to wait and see silver by tens of 
millions and gold by hundreds of mil- 
lions aided to the daily circulatung 
medium of the people. Under these 
circumstances, with a paper currency 
capable of enlargement through the 
system of free banking as far and as 
fast as the demands of the most ex- 
pansive trade may require, we meet a 
proposition from a new political party 
to debase our paper currency and 
drive gold and silver first out of cir- 
culation, and then out of the country, 
leaving us only to use irredeemable 
paper currency whose value would de- 
_preciate ona ratio threefold as rapid 
as the volume increased. Measures 
to debase the coin have been carried 
in other countries, but never without 
dishonor and disaster, and it is re- 
served for this country in a time of 
profound peace to discuss measures 
lookiyg to the permanent expulsion of 
coin from the country, and thence to 
the lasting and hopeless debasement 
of our paper currency and the conse- 
quent destruction of all stability in 
all our business. The question is one 
which reaches the door-sill and hearth- 
stone of every house and home in the 
land, and the discussion must go on 
until a safe conclusion is reached, re- 
membering always that nothing is ever 
settled until it is settled right.”

Enormous Bank Failure. 


Loxpon, October 2.—The city of 
Glasgow bank closed its doors to-day. 
ts liabilities are stated to be $50,000,- 
000. The liability of the shareholders 
is unlimited. One hundred pound 
shares of the bank were selling yester- 
_day at over £200, and within the week 
at £237. -The bank was established 
in 1839 and had from fifty to sixty 
branches. This is the heaviest bank 
failure in Scotland since 1857, when 
this concern also suspended. Other 
Scotch banks were appealed to for 
assistance, but after examining the 
books at a meeting yesterday they re- 
fused to do more than redeem the 


note circulation of the City of Glas- | 


gow bank, which is stated at $750,- 
000. The failure has caused great ex- | 
citement throughout Scotland and in 
the London stock exchange, where 
there was a heavy fall in Scotch 
railroad securities in consequence of 
pressure of Scotch holders to sell. 
The failure of the bank is generally 
attributed to its resources being locked 
up in bills, shares and detentions of 
various kinds that were not readily 
convertible. 

The Echo says: ‘‘The failure is very 
important, not less than national dis- 
aster, but as usual in such cases, it 
has been foreshadowed by innumera- 
ble occurences, and it is hardly likely 
it will do more than bring down the 
commercial firms which are involved 
in the bill transactions which have 
overwhelmed the bank.”

Indian Depredations. 


Cuicaco, October 3.—A Times 
Denver special, giving an account of 
Indian depredations near Buffalo _ sta- 
tion, on the. Kansas Pacifie railroad, 
and the killing of seventeen persons, 
says the Indians crossed the Kansas 
Pacific road on sunday morning. 
After killing Col. Lewis in the battle 
of the 20th, on Beaver creek, they 


| crossed twenty miles south of » Monu- 


ment, struck northwest to the cattle 
trail on the north fork of the Salmon 
river, and. attacked the herders of 
Smith & Savage, driving them away 
and stampeding the cattle. They de- 
stroyed the Sheridan postoftice and 
the ranch of T. Bayliss, besides sev- 
eral others in the .same vicinity. 
Going northwest to Prarie Dog creek, 
on Sunday, they cleaned out J. L. 
Peck's store and postoftice, and the 
ranches of A. Robinson and James 
Gaummer. On Sofa creek, however, 
their ravages were worse than before, 
for they killed every white man_ they 
met, seventeen in all, including Ed. 
Miskell, a well-known cattle man. 
They also killed many cattle and stole 
every pony they could find. Late on 
Monday afternoon a party of pursuing 
citizens Came up with them, and a 
fight followed in which two Indians 
were killed. The Indians number 
200, well armed and mounted. They 
are purued by’ the military. and 
Citizens, the force being now. close 
upon the savages, so that another fight 
may Occur at any moment. It is said 
that some women fell into the hands 
of the savages and were terribly mal- 
treated before being killed.

A Man for Breakfast: 


VALLEJO, Cal., Oct, 3.—A corre- 
spondent of the Vallejo Chronicle, 
writing from Middletown, Lake Co., 
Cal., gives intelligence of the killing 
at that place of Chas.

Deal’s respectability has grown. with 
his growth until to-day he is, so to 
speak, the respectable island in the 
anything but respectable puddle of 
Nevada Democracy. The respectabil- 
ity of Mr. Deal shines with a dall, 
gloomy (and perhaps stupid) lustre - 
that crushes the average Democrat and 
causes him to be very grateful that 
such a man should deign to be of the 


‘Demoacracy. Mr. Dealin Congress 


would be a fine sight, but nothing 
more than a sight; for it is in the 
nature of respectability to be dull and 
slow and his vuice would be seldom 
heard, as the busisess would be al] 
over before bis respectable mind could 
awake to the merits of what was go- 
ing on. Between such a respectable 
manas Mr. Deal and Mr. Daggett 
there is about the same difference as 
between a dummy at a clothier’s door 
and the man who stops to consider 
whether it is worth while to buy the 
clothes off the dummy’s back.

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BEECHER AT HOME 


What He Thinks of the Pacific Coast. 


New York, Oct. 7.—A Herald re- 
porter has interviewed Beecher, who 
arrived home yesterday. He said: ‘‘I 
have traveled 12,000 miles, lectured 
sixty times, and preached seven times. 
I have not missed an appointment or 
failed to make a railroad connection 
but one. That caused a delay of an 
hour or two only. This happened 
in the morning and was therefore of 
very little consequence, and was 
occasioned by freight agent troubles 
on the Pacific road. Nowhere have 
I been received’ coldly. I 
think I have noticed the ‘Boys,’ and 
by that I mean the coarse and irre- 
sponsible element of the working 
classes, were not very hearty or dem- 
onstrative, but that of course I ac- 
counted for by the ‘bread and water’ 
story, and my outspoken uiterances 
on the labor question. But the big- 
headed men, men who were begin- 
ping to have something to lose, were 
with me, and very cordial and enthu- 
siastic.” Referring to his sermon In 
the Grand opera~house, San Francisco, 
he said: “That Was an occasion 1 
shall never forget. I dou t think I 
ever preached toa much larger con- 
course of people, and certainly to 
none who surpassed them in devoted 
attention to the words uttered. 
tried to get at the religious life in 
that region of the West, and I 
was going to say that I think there 
are more religious people who don't go 
to church out there than there are 
people who do go to church in the 
East. But that would, of course, be 
exaggeration. Thereis, however, an 
immense number of non-church-going 
people living out there, whose sypma- 
thies and associations probably wereand 
are on the side of religion. Iaccount 


for that anamalous circumstance by 


the fact that the men who have gone 
out there found there was much to do 
before they got settled, have ied busy 
lives ever since, and have let slip 
their habit of church attendance. 
There is a great work for preachers 
there, but they must not be of the 
ordinary type. The men who are to 
move that people with a power that can- 
not be withstood, who will get their 
ear, must be men of force and rough 
energy, a strong-minded class of men, 
who. believing with ail their might, 
will preach with all theirmight. Men 
of that mental build, if there were 
enough of them, would evangelize the 
West with such a babtism of spiritual 
fire that the rest of the world stand 
amazed and wonder what had occured. 
In saying this I do not mean that the 
present ministers are not doing a. good 
and great work. Theyare, but it is 
in the direction of conservatism. They 
are building up useful and influential 
churches. More than that is wanted, 
and it can only be done by the classof 
men whom I have described.”’

New York, Oct, 6.—Worshippers at 
the 8 o’clock mass this morning in St. 
Francis Xaviers church were startled 
by seening a man approach a woman 
in one of the pews and plunge a large 
knife into her body withouta moment’s 
warning.
